ILL.  " MANMOH AN - Z ARD AR I MEETING,"  editorial  in  June  18 
Hindi  daily,  RASHTRIYA  SAHARA:  "The  only  outcome  of  the 
Singh-Zardari  meeting  in  Yekaterinburg  is  the  decision 
to  have  a meeting  of  the  Indian  and  Pakistani  foreign 
secretaries.  In  Yekaterinburg,  Singh  firmly  told 
Zardari  that  his  mandate  was  to  convey  that  Pakistani 
soil  should  not  be  used  for  terrorist  attacks  against 
India.  Singh  is  right.  How  can  you  talk  peace  when 
anti-India  terrorist  activities  are  being  allowed  on 
Pakistani  soil?"
